By means of the “Beaverburn,” “Beaverdale" and 
sister ships, the speediest shipping of Canadian fruits 
and perishable farm produce, will be effected. Fruit 
picked in Ontario can be plated on the London break¬ 
fast table in 11 days or 13 davg later in the case 
of fruit and vegetables from the British Columbia 
areas. The same rapidity of shipment will apply to 
cheese, ham, bacon and lard; to cereals, lumber, tim¬ 
ber and manufactured articles. Modern refrigerat¬ 
ing plants are required for ideal transportation of 
fruit and perishable produce, and such plant* are a 
feature of the new cargo steamers. 

They will give the Canadian shipper a highly effi¬ 
cient, economic service, rapid loading and unloading, 
cold storage, floating suction and elevator plant for 
grain, and ti ■ b ggest market in the world. Greater 
London with its 14,000,000 inhabitants, its voluminous 
barge service up and down the East Coast from York¬ 
shire to Dover aiul its waterways into the Midlands, 
serves at least one-half the entire population of Great 
Britain, and is continually growing ami continually 
clamoring for more and more overseas foodstuffs. 
The Canadian exporter will readily avail himself of 
the opportunities now afforded by the Canadian 
Pacific's new fleet of perfectly equipped vetaeit. 
From his orchard, dairy, farm or shed h!s product 
will >*«• shipped all the way by Cnnadian Pacific 
in-gun /.ation.

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Alberta 


Alberta lies against the giant 
Rookies, and its rolling foothills 
and fertile plains are watered by 
many fine livers. It is a land of 
romance, for here the great ex¬ 
plorers Mackenzie, Thompson, 
Herne, and others made their 
names famous; here the buffalo 
made their last stand, and the 
gi eat cat t ie ranches were establish¬ 
ed. Here the voyagers found a 
land of diversified wealth and of 
unique charm—the first glimpRe 
of that panorama of mountain and 
valley that leads the traveller on 
through British Columbia to the 
sun-kissed Pacific. 

Alberta is of a size similar to 
its prairie sisters, 255,581 square 
miles northward from the United 
States line. Its modern history 
began with the coining of the 
North West Mounted Police in 
1878-71, and population followed 
the construct ion of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, which reached 
Calgary in 1888. Edmonton, its 
capital, was a much older settle¬ 
ment, having been fora century 
the centre of the Hudson's Bay 
Company’s activities and explor¬ 
atory endeavor. 

In 1925 the population of Al¬ 


berta was estimated at 810,000, of 
whom sixty per cent are of British 
origin. Its arable area is 08,000, 
000 acres, of which more than 12, 
000,000 are now under cultivation. 
In 1920, 113,000,000 bushels of 
wheat were reaped, and the 83,000 
farms of Alberta produced a total 
value in crops and livestock of 
$201,000,000, of which sum dairy 
produce realized $21,820,000. 

Alberta possesses in proved re¬ 
serves seventy-two percent of all 
the coal in the British Empire, 
and produces 0,000,000 tons 
per annum. Its natural gas 
and petroleum resources are now 
being extensively and successfully 

developed. Its Peace River country 
north of Edmonton, is attracting 
world wide interest by its agri¬ 
cultural wealth. Its great nation¬ 
al parks, Banff, Jasper, and Wat- 
erton, are famous among travel¬ 
lers ami sportsmen. It, numbers 
among its citizens the Prince of 
Wales, whose beautiful ranch lies 
south of Calgary. Its climate is 
salubrious and the amenities of life 
are provided by ample facilities for 
education, church life, and com¬ 
munication. Its attractiveness is 
great and its future is assured.— 
London Times.
